SUBJECT: INTERIM REPORT OF ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESSMENT 
PANEL STUDYING ALCAN PIPELINE PROJECT 

1 . SUMMARY: ENVIRONMENT CANADA ASSESSMENT PANEL, CHAIRED 
BY DR. H. M. HILL, RELEASED JULY 28 INTERIM STUDY OF 
POTENTIAL ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT OF PROPOSED ALASKA HIGHWAY 
(ALCAN) PIPELINE. ON THE BASIS OF STUDY, PANEL CON- 
CLUDED: 

A. PIPELINE PROPOSED BY FOOTHILLS PIPE LINES (YUKON) LTD. 

CAN BE CONSTRUCTED AND OPERATED IN ENVIRONMENTALLY 
ACCEPTABLE MANNER SUBJECT TO CERTAIN CONDITIONS. 

B. ALTERNATIVE KLONDIKE ROUTE (DAWSON DIVERSION) 

GENERALLY FOLLOWING SIXTY-MILE HIGHWAY TO DAWSON AND THEN 
KLONDIKE HIGHWAY TO WHITEHORSE IS POTENTIALLY ACCEPTABLE 
ENVIRONMENTALLY FOR CONSTRUCTION OF GAS PIPELINE. PANEL 
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FURTHER CONCLUDES THIS ROUTE MAY AVOID MANY OF SIGNIFICANT 
ENVIRONMENTAL PROBLEMS ASSOCIATED WITH WESTERN SECTION 
(FIRST 150 MILES) OF THE ALASKA HIGHWAY ROUTE. 

C. THERE IS AN INSUFFICIENT ENVIRONMENTAL DATA BASE FOR 
CONSIDERATION OF LATERAL LINE FOLLOWING DEMPSTER HIGHWAY 
TO MACKENZIE DELTA AND, FURTHER, AN ENVIRONMENTAL ASSESS- 
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MENT OF DEMPSTER HIGHWAY ITSELF SHOULD BE CARRIED OUT 
BEFORE CONSIDERATION OF PIPELINE ALONG THAT ROUTE. 

END SUMMARY. 

2. FOLLOWING ARE PANEL S GENERAL CONCLUSIONS: 

A. PANEL IDENTIFIED SEVERAL POSSIBLE SIGNIFICANT 
ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACTS RELATED TO CONSTRUCTION AND OPERATION 
OF PROPOSED PIPELINE ALONG ALASKA HIGHWAY. PANEL CONCLUDES, 
HOWEVER, THAT PROPOSED PIPELINE CAN BE CONSTRUCTED AND 
OPERATED IN AN ENVIRONMENTALLY ACCEPTABLE MANNER SUBJECT 
TO FOLLOWING CONDITIONS: 

- THAT ENVIRONMENTAL PLANNING IS PROPERLY CARRIED OUT, 

- THAT SUITABLE RE-ROUTING OR OTHER SOLUTIONS BE FOUND 
FOR UNIQUE AND SENSITIVE PROBLEM AREAS AND. 

- THAT ENVIRONMENTAL PROBLEMS ASSOCIATED WITH ICE-RICH 
PERMAFROST AREAS BE OVERCOME THROUGH RE-ROUTING, EFFECTIVE 
DESIGN AND DEVELOPMENT OF ADEQUATE MITIGATIVE MEASURES. 

PANEL NOTES THAT ELEVATED LINE, NOT ADDRESSED AT HEARINGS, MIGHT 
PROVIDE ALTERNATIVE TO BURYING PIPELINE IN ICE-RICH 
PERMAFROST AREAS. 
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B. IN ADDITION TO ALASKA HIGHWAY CORRIDOR, PANEL CONSIDERS 
CORRIDOR FOLLOWING GENERALLY ALONG 60-MILE HIGHWAY FROM 
YUKON-ALASKA BORDER TO DAWSON, ALONG KLONDIKE HIGHWAY TO 
WHITEHORSE, THEN ALONG ALASKA HIGHWAY TO YUKON-BRITISH 
COLUMBIA BORDER NEAR WATSON LAKE TO BE POTENTIALLY 
ACCEPTABLE. 

C. PANEL NOTES THAT POSSIBLE TINTINA TRENCH ROUTES 
DISCUSSED AT HEARINGS WOULD TRAVERSE AREAS PRESENTLY 
INACCESSIBLE BY ROAD AND WOULD CONSTITUTE UNNECESSARY 
INTRUSION INTO WILDERNESS AREAS. PANEL DOES NOT RULE OUT 
POSSIBILITY OF UTILIZING CORRIDOR FOLLOWING ABOVE 
ALTERNATIVE TO CARMACKS THEN ROBERT CAMPBELL HIGHWAY TO 
YUKON-BRITISH COLUMBIA BORDER. 

D. PANEL NOTES ROUTES THROUGH DAWSON WOULD AVOID 
SIGNIFICANT AREAS OF ICE-RICH PERMAFROST AND WOULD ALSO 
AVOID THOSE UNIQUE AND SENSITIVE PROBLEM AREAS ASSOCIATED 
WITH THE WESTERN SECTION OF THE PROPOSED ALASKA HIGHWAY 
ROUTE (INTERNATIONAL BIOLOGICAL PROGRAM SITES, SHEEP 
MOUNTAIN, IBEX PASS. MT. MICHIE SQUANGA LAKE AND PICKHANDLE 
LAKE). 
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E. PANEL CONSIDERS IT UNLIKELY ALL ENVIRONMENTAL PROBLEMS 
HAVE BEEN IDENTIFIED FOR ALTERNATE CORRIDORS DESCRIBED 
ABOVE, AND CONCLUDES THEY WOULD REQUIRE FURTHER STUDY TO 
DEMONSTRATE THEIR ACCEPTABILITY. 

F. PANEL CONCLUDES ENVIRONMENTAL INFORMATION BASE FOR 
DEMPSTER LINK IS NOT SUFFICIENT TO OFFER ANY OPINION ON 
ENVIRONMENTAL ACCEPTABILITY AT THIS TIME, AND ENVIRONMENTAL 
IMPACTS OF CONSTRUCTION AND OPERATION OF DEMPSTER HIGHWAY 
ITSELF MUST BE DETERMINED AS A PREREQUISITE TO DEVELOPING 
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ACTION EB-08

3. RECOMMENDATIONS: SHOULD DECISION BE MADE TO CONTINUE 
PLANNING FOR TRANSPORTATION OF ALASKA GAS SOUTH THROUGH 
SOUTHERN YUKON, PANEL RECOMMENDS: 

A. ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT STATEMENT FOR PROPOSED SOUTHERN 
YUKON ROUTE BE COMPLETED BASED UPON ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT 
STATEMENT GUIDELINES TO BE ISSUED BY PANEL. 

B. AN ENVIRONMENTAL CONTROL MECHANISM BE ESTABLISHED 
IMMEDIATELY TO COORDINATE DESIGN CRITERIA DEVELOPMENT, 
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DESIGN CONCEPT APPROVALS, FINAL DESIGN APPROVALS AND

OPERATION OF DEMPSTER HIGHWAY BE UNDERTAKEN IMMEDIATELY. 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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D. COOPERATIVE INDUSTRY-GOVERNMENT BASELINE DATA PROGRAM 
SPECIFICALLY PERTINENT TO ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT ASSESSMENT 
OF THE PIPELINE, INCLUDING ITS EFFECT ON FISH AND WILDLIFE 
RESOURCE UTILIZATION, BE IMPLEMENTED IMMEDIATELY. RESEARCH 
INTO FROST HEAVE AND THAW SETTLEMENT PROBLEMS SHOULD ALSO 
BE CARRIED OUT ON COOPERATIVE BASIS. 

E. WHERE ADVANCED PLANNING IS REQUIRED FOR THE RE- 
ESTABLISHMENT OR RELOCATION OF PUBLIC FACILITIES SUCH AS 
HIGHWAYS, RECREATIONAL AREAS AND CAMPGROUNDS AFFECTED BY 
THE PROPOSED PIPELINE, THIS PLANNING COMMENCE IMMEDIATELY.
